With the lid off prices effective at mIdniKlit Sunday, millions of bewildered Americana plunsed Into an uneasy week- 
end yesterday while leaders of both sides in the long OPA battle issued predictions ranglns; from "disaster" U> "the long- 
range betterment of every individual" becaii.se OPA was not extended. 

In Washington President Truman told the people that the fight for thorn "Is not over." 

The chief executive, in a broadcast over all networks, appealed straight to the people to make known to congreaa their 
own determination "to retain price controls and so prevent inflation." 

The President's veto of congress' version of price control extennion wan upheld by the house on a vote of 142 to sustain 
him and 17;t to over-ride, short of the necessary two-thirds to pasH It over his head. 

Mr. Truman t^nid the answer to the situation now is for conKres.s immediately to "pass a roaoiution continuing present 
price and rent controls until the congress can paas a workable bill."

Labor leaders Rcnernlly supported President* Truman's veto of the congressional price control bill and grimly forecast 
unrest and hilior trouble nil over the nation.

The navy lins Just completed tests ot a ram 
Jet engine c.Uli'd llie "riyliig itoveplpc" which 
prove. accordliiK to ono eiiKlneer. that "the 
mm Jpl Is n practical method ot achieving 
high speed Iliiilils at hiRh nltlludes.'' 

But what Ihc cnRlneer, the navy and every- 
one else appiirpiitly forgot lo mention was 
that the nazl.i proved the ■'liyliig stovepipe's" 
practicality two years ago, wlien they used It 
to power the dendly V-1 weapon. 

The recent army air forces show at Wright 
field unveiled some interesting news aircraft 
developments and promised others, such oa a 
plane capable of superBonlc speed. 

But BhorUy afterward It -was announced 
that & new American corporation had been 
licensed to build British Jet propulsion and 
turbine aircraft engines In this country. Since 
the British obviously don't hope or want to 
build engines for our military planes, It may 
be assumed that they feel capable of compet- 
ing with American Industry for commercial 
jet-engine customer.^ right In the Americans' 
own back yard. 

These two examples tend to dlspe! the 
prevalent Impression among Americana that 
our country leads In all pha,^ej of aviation de- 
velopment, aa It actually does In the transport 
field. Obviously, that Impr&sslon Is not accur- 
ate, as the aviation subcommittee ol the Mead 
National Defense committee pointed out In a 
recent report. 

But the Mead aubcommittee findings, based 
on long and thorough inquiry, did not attract 
much attention. The report said substantially 
what a halt-dozen other exhaustive surveys 
have said In the past year: 

We lack a "clear and farslghted national 
policy In aircraft research and development." 

We lack adequate facilities for that re- 
search and development. 

Our wartime aircraft production, while ap- 
proaching the miraculous, was still attended 
by delay, confusion and mistakes. 

The British government Is "energetically 
aupportlng" research, and its flyers hold the 
world speed record for Jet-propelled air- 
planes. 

Russia has an ejrtenslTO atlatfMi research 
program. 

German leadership In Jet propulsion and 
guided missies was "a direct reflection upon 
the scope of our aeronautical research and 
development In prewar years," 

These things are not news to the army and 
navy or to the aircraft Industry. They 
ahouldn't be to the rest of us. Yet. though the 
Btory has been told so often that It's begin- 
ning to sound like a broken record, neither 
the requested policy for fncllltlea nor funds 
are yet at hand. 

For fiscal 1046 the army asked 5245,677, 
400 and the navy $148,256,450 for research and 
development. Congress granted the full navy 
request and gave the army $200,000,000. But 
tho bureau of the budget recommended only 
$116,000,000 for the army and $81,000,000 for 
the navy. 

The Mead report states again the familiar 
fact that "actual and projected Improvements 
In aircraft and missiles threaten to dissipate 
our historic natural defenses." For the safce of 
our national safety until peace Is secure, a 
way should be found to impresa congress and 
the country with what we DONT have In the 
way of newest-type air power, rather than to 
provide a steady diet ot Information that 
leads to complacency. 



HE'S STILL CAESAR 
This year it Is again permissible for stu- 
dents to broadcast concerts from the Na^ 
tlonal Music camp at Interlochen, Mich. The 
Lea (antl-Petrlllo) act makes It unlawful for 
James Caesar Petrlllo, the musicians' union 
president, to Interfere with these non-com- 
mercial education broadcasts as he did In 1042 
when, by demanding that the broadcaster 
pay stand-in union musicians for these con- 
certs on threat of a strike, he forced these 
programs off the air. 

But it appears that the la-year-old broad- 
cast aerlea wlU not be resumed. No network 
has yet "found time" for the programs. This 
undoubtedly disappoints Dr. Joseph Maddy. 
the camp director, but It con scarcely aurprlse 
him. 

For It Is evident that the networks stIU 
fear the shrewd, resourceful, unpredictable 
Mr. Petrlllo. They have a law of clear Intent 
to protect them In this very matter. But Mr. 
Petrlllo has already broken that law In order 
to test Its constitutionality. Until there la a 
Jlnal decision, which will be a matter ot 
months and perhaps years, they do not dare 
move. 

And even If tho decision should go against 
Mr. Petrillb, U la a question whether the net- 
vorka would dare resume the broadcasts. So 
for, the imlon chief has always managed to 
outsmart those who attempt to challenge his 
power to tax and dictate to the employers 
of musicians. It la not at all certain that the 
networks believe that this power has been 
.- checked. 

If so, their doubts are probably Justified, 
for they reflect the Inbervnt weakness of 
senenl l&ws tailored to fit the specUlc prac- 
^Veai of Ml ladlviduaL They can usually be
